Reasons For Allowance 

Claims 8-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 8: 

None of the prior art references of the record, either stand-alone or in 
combination, teaches a single phase motor having a stator iron core with: 

a plurality of notches having an approximately same width as the stator teeth on 
an outer side of each of the stator iron core, wherein a notch is not provided at an outer 
circumferential side of a slot in which the main winding is inserted among the plurality of 
slots, as recited in the claims.
